5) Alter the game loads, press the lire button on 
the joystick to start the game.

2) If you want to play the game using joystick 
control, plug the joystick into Port #1. 

3) Turn on the drive and the monitor. Insert the 
Thunder Blade disk into the drive. Turn on the 
computer. 

4) To start the game using joystick control, press 
the lire button on the joystick, To start the game 
using mouse control, press either button on 
the mouse.

Get Ready When you're ready lo go. press the lire button. 

To climb up: Pull back on the joystick. 
To go down: Push forward on the joystick. 
To move left/right: Push the joystick in the desired 
direction. 

To shoot: Press the tire button. 
To pause during game: Press SPACE BAR. press 
again to continue. (For the Commodore, press 
RUN/STOP key). 

To restart the game: Press ESC key. (For tire 
Commodore, press RESTORE key). 

You can control how fast you're going with either 
the joystick or the keyboard. 

Commodore You must choose either F1 (for keyboard) oi I / 

64 & 128 (for joystick). 

To accelerate: Hold down the lire button (or press 

the SPACE BAR) while pushing forward on the 

jostick. 

To decelerate: Hold down the fire button (or press 

any other key than (he space bar ) while pulling 

back on the joystick. 

Amiga To accelerate: Hold down the fire button (or press 

and Atari ST: the up arrow) while pushing forward on the joystick 

To decelerate: Hold down the fire button (or press 
the down arrow) while pulling back on the joystick. 
To turn the sound effects on/off: Press the "S" key. 
To turn the music on/off: Press the "M" key 

You can also play the Amiga and Atari ST versions 
of Thunder Blade with a mouse: 

To move: Move mouse in desired direction. 
To lire: Press left button. 
to accelerate: Press right button and go lorward. 
To decelerate: Press right button and pull back

To place your initials on the screen, move the 
joystick right or lelt to highlight each letter Piess 
the fire button lo make your selection. When you 
are finished entering your name or initials, 
highlight EO and press the fire button again 

• To hit tanks and jeeps on overhead view. 
swoop down and shoot them trom aboul less 
than one half the height. 

• Vary your speed and position fairly randomly 
in order to "throw oft" enemy lire. 

■ On the end level of each stage, try lo stay 
towards the top of the screen. This will allow 
you to retreat under enemey fire. 

• Keyboard speed control allows you freer 
movement. Joystick speed control allows total 
control from the joystick, but you have ta be 
careful not to hold down the lire button, and 
affect your lorward speed. Experiment with 
both melhods ol control until you find the one 
that is comfortable for you.
